ﬁh' rah Nor are we 1o Indulge in speculntions as to
the propriety of the existence OT non nxistence of such
an institntton,  That question was decided by the highest
anthorily of this State, on the 30th of Muarch, 1566, The
sul of the Lezistaturee, undor the antbority of which we
are constituts d n Boand of Trustees, hus piven n legal ex-
fetence to the “College of the City of New-York" nnd
whike that Liw remalns npon our Atatute hook 1t is
our ditty 1o recognize and chrry out the Fovercigu will.
T the act of rpotation it i declated that ** the Col-
loge of the City of Now-York,” ** us anch, shall have the
POWErs priviiesies of n college, pursunnt to tho He-
Vised Statutes of {15 State, and be sahjeot to the pro-
visious of the safd stututes relative to colleges, and to the
visitation of the Regents of the University, Iu ke mian-
per with other colleges of the State.” It is evident, theu,
that the peopde of this State lutended that our college

shoull be  siwilar  to, and  ulentical with,
the other oolieges of tho State in  character,
importasce, lepislatige sapervision, and managewcut,
A

rief review of the hialori\' of colleglate edngation re-
veals the fact that e stady of the seven liberal nris,
viz,, Mathometios, Language, Dideoties, Bhietore, Moral
Philosoply, Phystes, apd Metaphycles, was cousidercd
indisperisable 1o o correct Jutellectual tradniog nul de-
velopmont. These have always been reeogiized ns the
essentinla 0f o complete mentil culiure, nud the Tequisites
for oblainiog the wemiemic degree,

Mr. Larremore then quoted President Baruard, Presi-
dent Quiney of Harvard, Bishop Potter, and other ewl-
pent professors, to sustain bis eble of the question, and
concluded ns fullowa:

We thns fiud the Presidents of some of our collerea,
though Aifering n opinion as 1o the thime wien the clas-
slin should be stodied, all agree as to theiv use nfad voloe.
Tho Alwmni of our eollegs would feel a dininished pride
in her future history, if the corver-stone of the liboral

pduention she bestows la resmoved. The collegs wonld
readily lnpae tuto a high sohool, fnd o n:‘y wonid lise
thut which has long hoer Ler |\:*Idu. frie and Uberal edu-
ontion for the people, who themaclves eatublizhied he

resont systom,  When the Tnu?rla desire a ohange, 1ot

In looklne st our college, &3 it I8 now coustituted, we
ahall find more to commend than to criticlse, It 12 non-
segtarian in it orgauization and jctluence, und in thia
reapect is exceptional in eharaeter frow the olher colle-
giate Institutions of the eity.

deserved  wud  evjoyed  the confidence and re-
spectk of  all kindred iostitutions of  learning,
an have labored  earncsily aund  succoss-
fully in the grent work of popular education, Yel,

with much that ls good und desirable, there appear to be
some defects in the manngement and cotrse of Instrue-
tion, which the Hoard of Trustees ave called upon to
remedy. The dret aud most prominent of theso defects
1w, in my Judgent, the Introduelory Cluss,  1ls supposod
relation to l.iw: other clnsses is that of the Graunnar
Boliool to tha Collegs proper; but a careful examination
of tho College rocords for the past four or five yeara will
gerve Lo show timt 1o this reﬂlu-t.-t it entirely fails o ae-
complish the objoct mu:ht.
